NOTE: The amendment of Claim 1 to include the word "passageway" does not resolve the 35 USC 112 2nd paragraph 
issue raised in paragraph 5 of the Office action mailed 2/14/2007. As recited "a patterned adhesive fluidic ink passageway epoxy layer" is 
unclear because one can not understand what is being formed. Recommendations were made to clarify the claim in the Office action 
mailed 2/14/2006 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As discussed above, the amdenement of Claim 1 
does not resolve the 1 12 2nd paragraph rejection. The 35 USC 1 12 1st paragraph issue is also not resolved. The applicant discloses a 
polising step related to the prior art embodiment and the applicant does not disclose in the specification the polishing step as a part of the 
applicant's embodiment. The polishing step is never established as an element of the applicants embodiment. The admitted prior art was 
generally taken from pages 2-6 and specifically from the "specification portion." Paragraph 7 of the Office action dated 2/14/2007 admits 
the difference between piezoelectric and thermal print heads, however Lin is still considered analogous art for the reasons stated in 
paragraph 7 of the Office action dated 2/14/2007.
